IMPACTED EAR WAX. 


W liere It Cd i i i pm l*'rdiii a n il H ow If 
S h o u ld He T r e a te d . 
The normal secretion of the orifice 
of the ear Is the product of glands 
situated In the outer half of the canal 
only. 
This secretion—tho cerumen, or 
ear w ax—Is slowly poured from the 
gland duets as a thin, yellowish liquid. 
As It quickly loses a large amount of 
its xvntery elements by evaporation 
and becomes admixed with dust it 
forms a thin layer, waxlike in color 
und consistency, w'dfl'h normally cov- 
ers only the o u t e r portion of the canal, 
that in which the glands are located. 
This layer of material probably has 
its chief function, in common xvith the 
few small hairs in the same location, 
In protecting the vibratory membrane 
—the drum—from the contact of dust. 
It is interesting to observe that tho 
exit of this layer of xvnx Is accom­ 
p lis h t by nature chiefly with the aid 
of the motion communicated to the 
ear canal by tho movement of the jaw 
in chewing aud talking, a motion read­ 
ily felt by touching the orifice with 
the linger tip during these processes. 
The constant increase of tho secretion 
is therefore provided with a corre­ 
sponding loss, which take* place almost 
us Imperceptibly as the constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin from* 
the surface of the body. 
This explanation serves to make 
clear xvhy the use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins Is unnecessary. 
The use 
of such objects is not only superflu 
oils, but It Is often the cause of the 
very condition which those xvlio use 
them would prevent. 
Even too vigorous washing xvitli a 
txx'lsted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may result in pushing the wnx back 
into the canal until a mass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accumu­ 
lated. 
The first Intimation of the presence 
of Impacted w ax is often the sudden 
occurrence o f a considerable degree of 
leofness. This is most likely to hap­ 
pen on a damp day or Just after or dur­ 
ing a bath. A slight amount of mois­ 
ture causes tho mass to sxvell so that 
the narroxv chink previously existing 
between the mass and the canal is 
closed. If it Is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink aud the hearing poxv- 
er be temporarily restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus­ 
ing an Increase In the size of tho mass. 
Firm, gentle syringing xvith warm 
water from u piston ear syringe is usu­ 
ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
handling of which had better be in­ 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse, 
if possible.—Youth’s Companion.

The association is hunting for a 
caretaker who will occupy tin* hundred 
acres of farm rent free and keep off 
relic Ll tint* is. lls members believe that 
the obi house in a good state of pres­ 
ervation will he a far better memorial 
than the monument to be erected with 
the $1.«mh» appropriated for that pur­ 
pose by the last Connecticut legisla­ 
ture. 
The Adirondack homestead of John 
Brown, near North Elim, N. Y., where 
he spent his last days and where his 
ashes lie at rest, is also sadly in need 
(inattention. Visitors have noticed that 
tin* historic farm is in worse condition 
than it has been in years, and they say 
tin* state of New York should do some­ 
thing to preserve the place. 
Summer 
guests at the various hotels in the vi­ 
cinity who have been 
making their 
annual pilgrimages to tin* one time 
home and grave of tin* antislavery he­ 
ro have expressed themselves indig­ 
nantly over tin* condition iii which 
they find the buildings and especially 
the house.

It was said tho gem was secreted. 
Ile 
summoned tin* people into the plaza 
and announced that 
lf they

tain them with a llestii at his own ex 
pense. 
Iii* promised as president and 
*hy virtue of the same blood in his and 
their veins that lf they would accede 
to his request lie would not attempt to 
take the emerald from them.

ensiled among tin* Indians, tin' result 
of which was that from afar off iii 
the crowd one of them held up at 
arm ’s length between his forefinger 
aud thumb the fatuous emerald, scin­ 
tillating in the rays of the sun.

For some unexplained rea­ 
son slit' held so steadfastly to this 
point that the w ife must he alone 
when the emerald was produced that 
it was yielded, though much to the 
doctor’s disappointment.

The normal secretion of the orifice 
of the ear is the product of glands 
situated In the outer half of the canal 
only. 
This secretion—tho cerumen, or 
ear wax Is slowly poured from the 
gland ducts as a thin, yellowish liquid. 
As it quickly loses a large amount of 
its watery elements by evaporation 
and becomes admixed with dust it 
fo rm s a thin layer, waxlike in color 
and consistency, w$®h normally cov­ 
ers only the outer portion of the canal, 
th/it in which the glands are located. 
This layer of material probably has 
its chief function, in common with the 
few small hairs iu the same locution, 
in protecting the vibratory membrane 
—the drum from tbe contact of dust. 
It is interesting to observe that the 
exit of tills layer of wax is accom­ 
plished by nature chiefly with the uld 
of the motion communicated to the 
oar canal by tho movement of the Jaw 
in chewing and talking, u motion read­ 
ily felt by touching the orifice with 
the linger tip during these processes. 
The constant increase of the secretion 
is therefore provided with a corre­ 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
us imperceptibly as the constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin from* 
the surface of the body. 
This explanation 
serves to 
make 
clear why tbe use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins is unnecessary. 
The use 
of such objects is not only superflu 
uus, but It is often tbe cause of tliq 
very condition which those who use 
them would prevent. 
Even too vigorous washing with a 
twisted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may result in pushing the wax back 
into the canal until u mass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accumu­ 
lated. 
The llrst intimation of the presence 
of Impacted wax is often the sudden 
occurrence of u considerable degree of 
lea flies*. This is most likely to hap­ 
pen 011 a damp day or Just after or dur­ 
ing u bath. A slight amount of mois­ 
ture causes the mass to swell so that 
the narrow chink previously existing 
between the mass and the canal is 
closed. If it is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink and the hearing pow­ 
er be temporarily restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus­ 
ing an Increase in the size of the mass. 
Firm , gentle syringing with warm 
water front a piston ear syringe is usu­ 
ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
bundling of which had better bo In­ 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse, 
If possible.—Youth’s Companion.

long do they live?

It is interesting to observe th a t the 
exit of this layer of w ax is accoin- | 
pushed by nature chiefly with the ald 1 
of the motion communicated to the 
ear canal by the movement of the jaw 
In chewing and talking, a motion read­ 
ily felt by touching the orifice with 
the finger tip during these processes. 
Tho constant increase of the secretion 
is therefore provided w ith a corre­ 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
us Imperceptibly as the constant loss ! 
of the superficial layer of the skin fronf 
the surface of the body. 
This explanation 
serves to make 
clear why the use of ear spoons, pins ; 
or hairpins is unnecessary. 
The use 
of such objects is not only superflu 
ous, but It is often the cause <»f thq 
very condition which those who use 
them would prevent. 
Even too vigorous w ashing w ith a 
tw isted cloth or sponge, for example, 
m ay result in pushing the w ax hack 
into the canal until a m ass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accum u­ 
lated. 
The first Intimation of the presence 
of impacted w’ax is often the sudden 
occurrence of a considerable degree of 
le a f ness. This is most likely to hap­ 
pen on a dam p day or ju st after or du r­ 
ing a bath. A slight am ount of mois­

As a result, w hile the uplifted hands 
of all the others were coal black, bis 
w ere of a natural color, aud th u s his 
guilt w as clearly proved.—D etroit F ree 
Press.

It w as B ro w n s last 
w ish th a t his body lie laid a t rest be­ 
side this great stone he had learned to 
love in early life. 
T h a t John B row n thought much of 
his peaceful little Adirondack home 
th is last w ish reveals. It w as not the 
place of his birth. 
H e had lived in 
m any larger places in th e m ore fertile 
lands of the west. In th e m ilder cli­ 
m ates he had spent portions of his life. 
B ut it w as John Brown th e m an, not 
Jo h n Brown th e reform er, who m ade 
th a t last sim ple request. W orn out in 
a 
fruitless 
endeavor, 
deserted 
by 
friends, facing death, John B row n's 
strife sickened h eart yearned again for 
th a t little green dip in the A dirondack > 
lills. for the soughing of th e trees, for 
Hie birds, for the sunshine, for the roll­ 
ing fields and the blue hills beyond, for 
th a t hom e w here he had spent fourteen 
of th e pleasantest years of his life. 
And he asked to be buried beside th e 
great bow lder w here he had built that 
little hom e m any years before. 
T he request w as heeded, and hi? 
bones lie beside the great bowlder, and 
floating in the m ountain breezes the 
sta rs and stripes high overhead pro­ 
claim to the country for miles around 
th a t w ithin th a t little iron railed in­ 
closure Is a spot of sacred ground.

us and offered us som e of the fru it of 
the country, very fine peaches and full 
grow n apples, wliicb filled our hearts 
w ith thankfulness to God. 
T his fru it 
w as exceedingly fa ir and good am i 
pleasant to the taste, m uch b etter than 
th a t in H olland or elsew here, though 
I believe our long fasting and craving 
for food m ade it so agreeable. 
A fter 
taking a glass of m adeira we proceed­ 
ed. 
As w e w alked along we saw in 
different gardens trees full of apples 
of various kinds and so laden w ith 
peaches and other fru it th a t one m ight 
doubt w hether there w ere more leaves 
or fru it on them . I have never seen in 
Europe in the best seasons such an 
overflowing abundance. 
W hen we fin­ 
ished our tour and had given our 
guides several letters to deliver, we 
returned to his father-in-law ’s. 
H e re­ 
galed us in th e evening w ith milk, 
w hich refreshed us much. 
W e had so 
m any pooches set before us th a t we 
were tim id about eating them , though 
we ex peri en ceti no IU effects from 
them .” 
A nd th e next day, Sunday, th e rec­ 
ord opens w ith th is: 
“I w as surprised on w aking to find 
my com rade had already dressed him ­ 
self and breakfasted upon peaches.” 
So It w ent every day. 
T ow ard the 
end of the week they crossed th e ferry 
(for less th an h alf a cent apiece) to 
Ixmg Island, w here th e people m ade 
them “ very welcome, sharing w ith us 
bountifully 
w hatever 
they 
had, 
w hether it w as milk, cider, fru it or to­ 
bacco, and especially, first and m ost of 
all, m iserable rum , w hich bad been 
brought from B arbados and w hich is 
called by the D utch ‘kill-devil.’

people are very fond of It, and m ost of 
them extravagantly so, although It is 
very dear and has a bad taste.” 
B ut on Long Island, as elsewhere, 
th e peaches w ere a s good as the rum 
w as bad. 
“ It is Impossible to tell how m any 
peach trees we passed, all laden w ith 
fru it to breaking dow n and m any of 
them actually broken down. 
W e came 
to a place surrounded w ith such trees 
from w hich so m any had fallen off 
th a t the ground could not be discerned 
aud you could not put your foot down 
w ithout tram pling them , and notw ith­ 
standing such 
large quantities had 
fallen off the trees still w ere as full 
as they could bear. 
The hogs aud 
other anim als m ostly feed on them .” 
The peaches in H arlem w ere as pion 
tiful aud still m ore delicious. 
W hen 
they w ent up to the north end of Man­ 
h attan island, we find this notice: 
“Before we le ft (H arlem ) w e did not 
om it supplying ourselves w ith peaches, 
w hich grew In an orchard along the 
I road. 
T he w hole ground w as covered 
w ith them and w ith apples, lying upon 
the new grain w ith w hich th e orchard 
w as planted. 
T he peaches w ere th e 
m ost delicious w e had yet eaten.” 
B ut they need not have tak en the 
precaution m entioned, for even afte r 
crossing Spuyten Duyvil they found 
m ore peaches th an ever. 
“ W e cam e to a road w hich w as en- 


D e a d ly I n flu e n c e o f a S m a ll M a g n e t 
o n t h e I n s e c t. 
An experim ent m ade by a scientist 
to test tile influence which a m agnet 
w ill have on a spider Is of interest. I 
T he m agnet em ployed w as a siuull 
steel one of th e ll shape, the legs of 
w hich w ere about tw o and a im lf 
Indies long by one-half inch wide and 
oue-sixth of an Inch thick, th e distance 
betw een the poles being ubout one 
q u arte r of an Inch. 
H aving noticed u sm all spider active­ 
ly running along his arm chair, he 
brushed it off upon th e carpet, w here 
it began to run, lint w as som ew hat im ­ 
peded by the roughness of the fabric, 
lie now slid tile m agnet along the car 
pct, following a fte r th e spider, till th e 
ends of tile poles w ere w ith in a q u ar­ 
te r of an Inch of it. Tile anim al, w ith­ 
out I icing touched, ulm ost instantly 
stopped, and on w ithdraw ing tlie m ag­ 
net th e spider continued on ids jo u r­ 
ney. 
T he experim enter then placed the 
m agnet w ithin half an Inch Iii front of 
the spider, and, w ithdraw ing it slow ­ 
ly, the latter followed it in every direc­ 
tion w hich th e magnet took, both In 
straig h t and circuitous routes. 
G radually, how ever, th e spider l*e- 
cauie so strongly m agnetized as to be 
im m ovable for several m inutes, tin* 
m agnetic Influence seem ing to lose its 
fu rth er pow er. 
On w ithdraw ing the 
m agnet altogether th e spider began to 
recover som ew lint. 
The scientist ultim ately placed a 
tum bler over tile spider and the m ag 
net, covering them both completely, 
and a t th e expiration of several m in­ 
utes th e spider, after a struggle to es­ 
cape from th e strong influence which 
the m agnet exercised over It, w as 
dead.—Exchange.

Visitors have noticed th a t 
tile historic farm is in worse condition 
th an it lias been in years, and they soy 
the state of New York should do som e­ 
thing to preserve tile place. Sum m er

year of his visit. 
H e w as a religious 
enthusiast, the leader of th e Lnbadlsts, 
a sect th a t flourished briefly on throe 
continents tow ard tile close of the sev­ 
enteenth century, and his voyage com­ 
panion w as a m inister of the sam e 
sect. 
B u t there Is little of this in his diary 
ag a in st a great deal of w h at they ate 
an d drank, and on occasions w hen 
th e y w ent to th e little church in th e 
fo rt w here th e custom house is now 
th e fac t Is m entioned w ith some apolo­ 
gies, one service being attended “in or­ 
der to avoid scandal and for other rea­ 
sons" and others because "m y com ­ 
panion Is endeavoring to learn th e lan ­ 
guage.” 
B ut on the very day of th eir arrival 
In New York. Sept. 23, 1G79, w e begin 
to h ear of the eatables and drinkables, 
especially the peaches. 
“H e first took us to th e house of ono 
of his friends, w ho w elcom ed him aud 
us and offered us some of th e fru it of 
th e country, very fine peaches and full 
grow n apples, w hich tilled our h earts 
w ith thankfulness to God. 
T his fru it 
w as exceedingly fair and good and 
pleasant to the taste, m uch b etter than 
th a t In H olland or elsew here, though 
I believe our long fasting and craving 
for food m ade it so agreeable. 
A fter 
taking a glass of m adeira w e proceed­ 
ed. 
As w e w alked along w e saw in 
different gardens trees full of apples 
of various kinds and so laden w ith 
peaches and other fru it th a t one m ight 
doubt w hether there w ere m ore leaves 
or fru it on them . I have never seen In 
E urope In th e best seasons such an 
overflowing abundance. W hen we fin­ 
ished our tour and had given our 
guides several letters to deliver, w e 
returned to his father-in-law ’s. 
H e re­ 
galed us In th e evening w ith milk, 
w hich refreshed us m uch. 
W e had so 
m any peaches set before us th a t we 
w ere tim id about eating them , though 
we experienced no ill effects from 
them .” 
A nd th e next day, Sunday, th e rec­ 
ord opens w ith this: 
“L w as surprised on w aking to find 
my com rade had already dressed him ­ 
self and breakfasted upon peaches.” 
So It w ent every day. 
T ow ard th e 
end of the week they crossed the ferry 
(for less th an half a cent apiece) to 
l>ong Island, w here th e people m ade 
them “ very welcome, sharing w ith us 
bountifully 
w hatever 
they 
had, 
w hether it w as milk, cider, fru it or to­ 
bacco, and especially, first and m ost of 
all, m iserable rum , w hich had been 
brought from B arbados and w hich Is 
called by th e D utch ‘kill-devil.' 
These 
people arc very fond of It, and m ost of 
them extravagantly so, although It is 
very dear and has a bad taste.” 
B u t on Long Island, as elsew here, 
th e peaches w ere as good as the rum 
w as bad. 
“It is Impossible to tell bow m any 
peach trees w e passed, all laden w ith 
fru it to breaking down and m any of 
them actually broken dow n. 
W e cam e 
to a place surrounded w ith such trees 
from w hich so m any had fallen off 
th a t the ground could not be discerned 
an d you could not put your foot down 
w ithout tram pling them , and notw ith­ 
standing such 
large qu an tities had 
fallen off th e trees still w ere as full 
as they could bear. 
T he hogs aud 
other auim ais m ostly feed on them .” 
The peaches in H arlem w ere as plen­ 
tiful aud still m ore delicious. 
W hen 
they w ent up to the north end of M an­ 
h attan island, we find th is notice: 
“ Before we left (H arlem ) w e did not 
om it supplying ourselves w ith peaches, 
w hich grew in an orchard along the 
road. 
The w hole ground w as covered 
w ith them and w ith apples, lying upon 
the new grain w ith w hich th e orchard 
w as planted. 
T he peaches w ere th e 
m ost delicious we had yet eaten.” 
B ut they need not have taken th e 
precaution m entioned, for even a fte r 
crossing Spuyten D uyvll they found 
m ore peaches than ever. 
“ W e cam e to a road w hich w as en­ 
tirely covered w ith peaches. We asked 
th e boy w hy they left them lie there 
aud did not let th e hogs e a t them . 
H e answ ered: ‘W e do not know w h at 
to do w ith them , there are so m any. 
T he bogs are satiated w ith them aud 
will Dot eat any more.’ 
From th is w e 
m ay judge of th e q u an tity of them .”-— 
H . H. N. in New York M ail and Ex* 
press.

KILLED TH E SPIDER. 


D ea d ly In flu en ce o f a Sm all M agnet 
un th e In sect. 
An experim ent m ade by a scientist 
to te st th e influence w hich a m agnet 
w ill have on a spider is of interest. 
T he m agnet em ployed w as a sm all 
steel one of th e IT shape, tile logs of 
which w ere about tw o and a half 
inches loug by one-half inch w ide and 
oue-slxth of an inch thick, the distance 
betw een th e poles being about one 
q u arter of an tuch. 
H aving noticed a sm all spider active­ 
ly running along bis arm chair, he 
brushed it off upon th e carpet, w here 
it began to run, but w as som ew hat im 
peded by the roughness o f th e fabric. 
Ile now slid th e m agnet along tim car 
pet, follow ing a fte r th e spider, till the 
ends of tile poles w ere w ithin a q u ar­ 
ter of an luch of it. T he anim al, w ith­ 
out being touched, utm ost Instantly 
stopped, and on w ithdraw ing the m ag­ 
net th e spider continued on his Jour­ 
ney. 
T he experim enter th en placed the 
m agnet w ithin h alf an inch In front of 
the spider, and, w ithdraw ing It slow ­ 
ly, the la tte r follow ed It in every direc­ 
tion w hich the m agnet took, both In 
straig h t and circuitous routes. 
G radually, how ever, th e spider 1k»- 
cam e so strongly m agnetized os to be 
im m ovable for several m inutes, the 
m agnetic influence seem ing to lose its 
fu rth er pow er. 
On w ithdraw ing the 
m agnet altogether th e spider began to 
recover som ew hat. 
T he scientist ultim ately placed a 
tum bler over th e spider and the m ag­ 
net, covering them both completely, 
am i a t th e expiration of several m in­ 
utes the spider, a fte r a struggle to es­ 
cape from the strong Influence which 
the m agnet exercised over It, w as 
dead.—Exchange.

Hut careful In yes 
ligation and patient watching of the 
development of the young have show ii 
that the worker, or neuter, is really ail 
undeveloped ip’een, or female, aud 
that the conditions gov* riling its do- 
velopment depend upon tho wishes rf 
the other insects and are regulated by 
♦ ho kind of food given to tin* insert or 
larva. 
Now, annie of my readers may wish 
to know why ants are put among the 
So culled “membrane winged” insert* 
when apparently they have no wings 
a t all. 
The answer to lids question 
might he found by tearing open the 
best.

ih ere ai** several species of anta 
common to this country. There is the 
tiny red ant, not more than a tenth of 
un inch long, which we so often find in 
the sugar box. There is a larger, very 
common reddish brown ant, which digs 
its nest Iii our lawns, in tin* road or 
even between the crack* iii tin* pave­ 
ment or Cement walk. 
This ant is 
ubout a quarter of mu inch long, aud 
xve often dud it miming up and down 
the bark of our trees and digging its 
nest ut thoir roots. Then there is a 
great black ant, nearly an inch long, 
small numbers of w bleb arc sometimes 
seen in the grass about tho fouuda 
tiotis of our houses or running in and 
out of rotten logs in tho woods. 
One of tho most interesting mid re 
markable features iii the life of the 
urn* is Urn building, or, rather, the dig* 
giug, of the nest. Men never displayed 
more skill in digging mines than these 
little creatures do in constructing their 
complex works underground. Each one 
of the colony of hr. allods seems to 
know just w hat he is expected to do 
aud just xv here he belongs. There tiro 
in* bosses nor foremen to quarrel xvi th, 
no differences in wages, no strikes nor 
labor unions. Each docs his part aud 
minds Ins own business. W hat a les­ 
son to luau! 
The nests vary in structure accord­ 
ing to the surroundings aud according 
to tho species. The common reddish 
brown ants already mentioned begin 
operations generally on a small open 
patch of ground, surrounded by grass. 
Seizing iii their strong jaw s the bits of 
earth, xvhich to them must be like largo 
stones, they carry them off at one side 
to a. distance of two or throe inches. 
They know better than to put them 
doxvu Immediately around the pit they 
are digging, where they would be iii 
the way. The removal of these bits of 
earth soon makes a tiny well or shaft 
an inch or two in depth for their sub­ 
terranean works, aud lh** earth ie- 
moved forms a circular barrier or wall 
around it. With scores of ants a t work 
.the digging of this shaft Is a m atter of 
only a few minutes.

’tin* reason why ants select a grassy 
spot for their nests is now evident. 
Men* the soil not held together by tin* 
fibrous roots of the grass, tin* rind' fit’ 
the tiny nest might fall lit, especially 
lf some g n a t animal clumsily stepped 
on It, and bur) alive its scores of help 
less bimah . 
Ants oftr i dig rn-bs under stones iii* 
boards in order to secure a solid roof, 
not dreaming that some cruel person 
may pick up their shelter ami leave 
their little treasures exposed to Hie 
mercy of tin* weather, 
lf iii any way 
\\e disturb their nest, the ant's xviii im­ 
mediately begin carrying their eggs, 
larva* and pupa* off into long passages 
where they cannot readily be found. 
'I lie author once observed a very re­ 
markable arrangem ent which a colo­ 
ny of ants had contrived for protect­ 
ing the opening into their nest without 
shutting out the light. 
The nest laid 
evidently been made Iii tin* ordinary 
way, having a low mound of earth, 
bk** the crater of a tiny volcano, wit ii 
the entrance to the nest in tin* center.

They had found tin* transparent wing 
of some large Insect, dragged it to 
th** nest and laid it directly over the 
entrance, piling dirt and small sticks 
iii its edges to prevent it from blowing 
away, anil had then dug a tunnel out 
on one side as a new entrance. 
This 
kept out the xvi nil and dust, but light­ 
ed up the passage into the main room 
- a veritable skylight! 
The food of ants varies with tho 
species, but they will generally eat 
anything digestible. 
They often de­ 
vour large insects or even small dead 
mammals *>r birds and art* very fond 
of tender grubs aud caterpillars. Many 
of them live on fruit, ami many How­ 
ies are visited by ants for tin* nectar 
which they contain. 
Some ants come 
Into our houses and feed upon tho 
sweets in our pantries, as we know to 
our sorrow. 
Ants frequently carry 
food into their homes for future use, 
as w ill readily be seen lf we sprinkle 
sugar or crumbs on the ground about 
the nest and thou watch the tints. 
ii is ofttimes naked, W hat becomes 
"f tho anis during the winter, aud how 
long ii** they live? 
I i i some species of 
Insects nearly all the individuals die 
during the tirst cold weather, only a 
few hardy ones, with the eggs, remain 
lug in sheltered places during tin* win­ 
ter. 
With th** tints the drones proba­ 
bly ill**, they being few in number and 
their tune *>f usefulness being short. 
The queen aud tho workers usually 
survive, crawling off into some well 
protected r* luge, tis the Interior of a 
rotten stump, where* they hibernate 
that is, remain in ti sort of sleep 
or stupor brought on by th** cold dur­ 
ing th** winter, 
rho tirst really xvarm 
xv**,tiller of spring w a k e s them up, ami 
they soon establish an active nest, 
xv here the eggs are hatched. 
A most remarkable feature in the 
lift* of some ants is in their habit of 
keeping slaves ami “live stock.” They 
do not go and get the slave ants amt 
retain them as captives, 
lf they did, 
there would be perpetual lighting bo 
tween captor and captive. They have 
a much more sensible method. 
They 
go aud drive another colony away 
from their nest and take the larva*, or 
grubs, bring them back to their own 
nest and feed them there uutll they 
hatch into full grown ants. Then they 
make slaves of them, requiring them 
to do all tin* work for tin* colony aud 
depending upon them entirely for food. 
The poor slaves, born in a condition of 
servitude, probably 
never know tim 
difference. Perhaps some time a great 
nut more powerful than his fellows 
xviii issue an emancipation proclama­ 
tion, and xv;ir between colonies will 
ensue as a result of it: Some ants also 
feed and rear th** aphis, a plant louse, 
for the sake of feeding upon a sw eet­ 
ish. sticky Juice called Phoney,dew” se­ 
cured from its body. 
This insect is 
often called the “ant cow." 
Strangest of alt is the habit of Hie 
agricultural ant of the south, whirl* 
actually e u u A a tts a kind ut gras*, ..!t 
on which it feeds. 
The eultlvathdi 
consists of keeping the ground clear of 
all other plants.

of their principal chiefs sitting in the 
council or senate cf the colony. 
The European population of New 
Zealand num bers fully "oo.ooo, xvii:!*, 
according to the last census, there \v* re 
nearly 4.I,otto nativ es, inclusive of near 
Iv S,0o0 half castes.
